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RMR TODAY BRITISH AMBASSADOR HOPSON SAID HE FEELS OBLIGED FILL 

IN HIS GOVERNMENT ON U.S. ACTIONS AND ASSISTANCE SINCE OCT. 7 
SO THAT THERE WILL BE NO UNPLEASANT SURPRISES SHOULD ANY 
TYPE OF INQUIRY OR INVESTIGATION DEVELOP AS RESULT PRESSURES 
BEING GENERATED INTERNATIONALLY AT THIS TIME. HE MADE IT CLEAR 
HE WAS ASKING SO THAT HIS GOVERNMENT COULD BE PREPARED HANDLE 
SITUATION IN SUCH WAY AS TO AVOID TROUBLES FOR FREE WORLD 
AND ALSO THAT HE WOULD HAVE IN MIND ACQUAINTING ONLY LIMITED 
NUMBER (PERHAPS 3 OR 4 ) IN FONOFF WHO WOULD HAVE NEED TO KNOW. 

SPECIFICALLY HOPSON RAISED QUESTION OF OUR SUPPLY OF MUNITIONS 
WITH WHICH I HAVE KEPT HIM CURRENTLY INFORMED, AND I TOLD HIM 
SAW NO REASON FOR HIS GOVERNMENT NOT TO RAISE THIS IN 
WASHINGTON (THIS IS WHAT HE APPEARED TO BE PROPOSING) AND 
SUGGESTED ASST SEC HIlSMAN WOULD BE BEST CONTACT POINT. 

ON THIS SUBJECT SEPTEMBER 10 AND 15, 1962 LETTERS FROM PR I MIN 
TO ME AS WELL AS HIS MEMORANDUM OF NOV 20 AND 11 APRIL 1963 
ADDITION TO 10 SEPTEMBER LETTER ARE DOCUMENTS WHICH PERTAIN. 

IT IS THESE DOCUMENTS WHICH HAVE PERMITTED US TO SUPPLY WAR 
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MATERIAL, UNDER THE TERMS OF ARTICLE 6 OF GENEVA PROTOCOL. 
IMPORTANT TO NOTE THE SEPTEMBER 15 LETTER MAKES CLEAR REQUEST 
HAS FULL GOVERNMENT APPROVAL (UNDER TROIKA), 11 APRIL LETTER 
IS IN EFFECT SIMPLY EXPANSION OF PARA D-l OF THAT, AND THAT 
COMMUNICATIONS ARE SO WORDED AS TO PERMIT SUPPLY TO NEUTRALISTS 

AS WELL AS FAR FORCES.
